RESULT OF WESTMEATH 
EXPERIMENT

At the meeting of Westmeath Agricultural 
Committee in Mullingar on Monday, Mr. 
Thomas Kearney, P.C. (chairman), presiding, 
Mr, W. J Young, Agricultural Instructor, 
wrote regarding a demonstration plot on the 
lands of Patrick Walsh, Curries, Moate. 

Twelve months ago last April, it was 
stated, the Committee subsidised Mr. Walsh 
to purchase 2,000 plants, and they were 
planted in one-fifth of a statute acre, and, 
even in an exceedingly bad year:for straw- 
berries, he sold 1,397 Ib. of fruit, au, as 
well, consumed at home 100 Ibs. This would 
correspond to a yield of over ó tons 6 cwts. 
per statute acre, although it might be safely 
asserted that about 10 cwt. per statute acre 
was rendered unsaleable owing to bad 
weather. The gross financial return came to 
£44 lds. 6d., or £223 Ta. per statute 
acre, and the net profit came to £36, or 
£180 per statute acre. 

The total return for this season’s financial 
gain was not represented in, the above figures, 
as Mr. Walsh had yet to dispose of the 
runners, Already he had rooted numerous 
thousands, and a modest valuation of them 
would be at least £30. The total earnings 
of this plot, that of one-fifth of an acre, 
since. last. April twelve months would be 
over £74 or £370 per statute acre. 

'“Our fruit market, worth £1,200,000, per 
annum,'’ said the report, “is catered for 
by foreign growers—a market, moreover, in 
which the smallest landowner can participate 
as evidenced in this example.”’

N addition to the large number of appli- 
cations for houses, aiready on the books 
of the Dun Laoghdire Corporation, more 

were being received daily from peopie who 
were coming to the district.- This statement, 
was made wy Mr. P. J. Hernon; Borough 
Manager and Town Clerk, in his evidence at a 
housing inquiry m the ‘lown Hall, Dun 
Laoghaire, yesterday, 

Ail the slums had been cleared, and the 
Corporation now were dealing with the prob- 
lem of old houses, said the Borough Surveyor, 
Mr. Henry E. Powell, another witness ‘The 
pressing housing difficulty in Dun Laoghatre 
had been met by the Corporation. 

The inquiry, wr h was held b; Mr. D. 
J. Hickie, M.Inst.C.E.1., Engineering  In- 
spector of the Department 6f Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health, was mto an applica- 
tion of the Dun Laoghaire Corporation for 
sanction to the borrowing of £60,658 for the 
erection of 146 houses at Monkstown Farm 
under the Housing of the Working Classes 
Acts. 

Mr. E. J. Kenny, Law Agent, appeared for 
the Corporation. 


Mr. F. J. Hernon said that as far back AR. 


1931 the site at Monkstown was contemplated 
as a suitable site for part of the Corporation s 
housing needs; but’ as the five-year pro- 
gramme then begun was confined to the clear- 
ing of slum and over-crowded areas, the 
three-roomed type of house was constructed 
over various sites available “near the town. 
Having regard to the locality, and to the 
type of family that it. was now proposed to 
accommodate, the site at Monkstown Farm 
seemed ideal for 146 larger houses. 

When the Corporation's ortginal scheme for 
the Sallynoggin houses was submitted to the 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health in Octpber, 1934, said Mr. Hernon, 
it was suggested that the Corporation’s re- 
quirements, as far as three-roomed heuses 
were concerned, had been satisfactorily met; 
and that, in view of the number of large 


families applying for accommodation. the Cor-' 


poration’s efforts should be directed to the 
larger type of house. This suggestion was 
carried out to some extent in the Sallynoggin 
scheme, in which 81 houses had just been 
completed, 54 being four-roomed houses" and 
27 three-roomed houses. 

Wher the Borough Council considered his 
report on the completion of tie 1931 five-year 
housing programme on December 3rd, 1984, 
they adopted a propcsal to proceed with the 


building of approximately an additional 200-4 


larger houses, and authorised him to raise 
£76,000 to enable these schemes to be carried 
out. The Minister for Local Government had 
sanct.oved the Corporation's proposal fo) pay 

15 an acre for the 113 acres now to be 
acquired, and the tender of Mr. Joseph 
Rooney, Balbriggan, was accepted for. the 
erection of these housse at £51,108 3s. 

To cope with the demand for . houses 
approximately another 100 would have to be 
erected, Already 1,521 houses had been erected 
for the working classes. It was proposed to 
raise the money either by mortgage or by the | 
issue of stock. 


MONKSTOWN FARM 

Mr. Henry E. Powell said that the Monks- 
town Farm site was the most convenient site 
that the Corporation could get for the scheme, 
and it weak form an ideal settlement for 
these houses. There was no other land at 
£200 an acre available in the borough. 
Nearly all the building sites had been ex- 
hausted for. schemes of this nature, and the 
Corporation would have to go outside the 
boreugh for additional sites. 

The Corporation's problem at present was, 
said Mr. Powell, the problem of old houses; 
houses substantially built, of a good class, 
which had: been turned into tenements; .and 
others, the basements ef which had been let 
to large families. These rooms were let at 
8s to 15s. eich. 

Since the Act of 1932 they had housed, 341 
families from clearance areas, and had built 
403 houses, which had since been occupied, 
They had demolished 234 houses. They had 
received 529 applications for houses. of which 
216 were from families of four and over, liv- 
ing in one room, and the remainder were from 
families of five and over, living in two rooms. 
Including the present scheme they had pro- 
vided for 327 families, which left them with 
200 families to be dealt with 

Mr. Nicholas O'Dwyer. B.E., architect of 
the scheme, said that three acres were pro- 
vided for open spaces. The houses would con- 
tain five rooms—kitchen. livingroom, three 
hedrooms, and combined bathroom and Iava- 
tory. 

Mr. J. P. Dooge, Chairman of the Dnn 
Laoghaire Borough Corporation, said that 
this was one of the finest schemes promoted 
by the Corporation,-and one that would 
facilitate future development under the Town 
Planning Act. : 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Inspec- 
tor ov the conclusion of the inquiry.

RESULT OF A FALL FROM 
A FENCE 


Mary Walton (9), Ashtown Lodge, Castle- 
knock, left her home last Wednesday with her 
brother, Patrick (104), and her sister, Nora, 
to play “' follow the leader ” in a field at the 
rear of the house. Patrick and Nora climbed 
through a wire fence, but Mary attempted to 
climb over the fence. Her dress caught im a 
strand of barbed wire, and she fell to the 
ground, injuring her arm. 

Her parents were not at home, but the 
injury was attended to by a doctor, and Mary 
was taken to the Meath Hospital, Dublin, for 
X-ray examination. She was admitted on 
Thursday last, developed tetanus, and died on 
Saturday as a result of tetanus secondary to 
fracture of the arm. 

At the inquest held at the Meath Hospital 
on Monday the Dublin City Coroner (Dr. D.

RECOMMENDATION TO THE 
GOVERNMENT 


Mr. Griffen, at the quarterly meeting of the 
Meath County Council, proposed a resolution 
recommending the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment to put forward as a special allocation 
in his .estimates for relief of unemployment 
the proposal of the Council to clean the River 
Boyne from Navan to Trim. 

Apart from the great amount of labour, 
both skilled and =nskilled, this would give, 
said Mr. Griffen, it would confer an 1im- 
measurable benefit on the lands of Meath. 
The pressing need for the cleaning of this 
portion of the Boyne had been before the 
Council for many vears, and the proposal was 
examined by the Office of Public Works, who 
informed the Council in April, 1933, that, 
owing to the uneconomic cost of the work, 
they were unable to recommend the formation 
of a drainage district. The Boyne in its 
present condition flooded periodically many 
acres of land. i 

The Secretary said that it had previously 
been estimated that the scheme would cost 
£11,250, or £1,000 per mile. 

Captain Jiles said the scheme would have 
to be a national one, 

Mr. ’ Williamson said that he was in 
thorough agreement with the scheme, but, to 
his mind, the resolution was rather vague, as 
it did not set out the amount required for 
the work, and, until they had an estimate, 
they could not place the matter before the 
Minister. 

The Chairman. Mr. Condon, said that they 
should bear in mind that, though the scheme 
would be of advantage to one area, it would 
be a menace to another. If the river was 
cleaned from Trim to Navan the houses along 
the river at Navan, as weil as the land below 
Navan, would be flooded. As things were 
at present, houses in Navan were subject to 
flooding. He would rather see the whole 
scheme examined in detail, and, if they were 
going to clean the Boyne, they should include 
the Blackwater. : 

On the suggestion of the Chairman, it was

A correspondent writes:—May I add a 
personal note to your reference to the 

assing of Arthur E. Porte? As I knew 
fim for nearly half a century—first im his 
professional capacity and then as an inti- 
mate and honoured friend—I feel that it 
is impossible to do justice to the memory 
of a man whose modesty alone denied him 
the prominence which his public and pro- 
fessional services so richly merited. Ever 
young and always cheery, he was a link 
with the earliest days of practical 
electrical science in Ireland. He saw, and 
tended at, the birth of Dublin’s first tele- 
phone; and played the part of wizard 
when the mysteries of date lighting 
had to be explained to citizens whose 
greatest ambition was the acquisition of a 
good gas burner. Yet, when I met him 
last a few weeks ago, his four-score or 
more of years had done little to dissipate 
the pioneering ardour of earlier days. 
With the old cheery greeting—and the in- 
evitable flower in his buttonhole—he was 
full of new ideas about electric. safety 
devices for street traffic! But, perhaps, 
what lay nearest to his heart was thé 
Engineering and. Scientific. Association, 
which he regarded as a bridge between 
the technician and, the layman. His 
services to that organisation were the real 
expression of the man. Himself a highly- 
trained expert in engineering science, his 
profound sense of citizenship led to the 
sacrifice of many professional oppor- 
tunities in order that he might play the 
part of popular interpreter. A very great 
gentleman, a loyal friend, and a devotee 
of applied science, Arthur Porte leaves a 
real blank in the civic life of Dublin. 


‘Ghe Duke of Alba 


It is interesting to recall that the 
Stuart Spanish Duke of Alba, who has 
just concluded one of his usual visits to 
London, is descended from the first Duke 
of Berwick. That first Duke of Berwick, 
the illegitimate son of James II., landed 
with that King at Kinsale along with the 
French expedition sent by Louis XIV, for 
the ostensible purpose of regaining iis 
kingdom for the fallen Stuart. Patrick 
Sarsfield was also one of the expedition, 
but it is hardly likely that at the time he 
may have realised that Louis’s generosity 
in thus befriending James was not so 
much sympathy with the Stuart cause as 
to create a diversion for William of 
Orange. By keeping that Prince and his 
army in Ireland on the track of James, the 
French King hoped to have the European 
field to himself. Another noted Irishman 
of the time to land with James was Henry 
Luttrell, of Luttrellstown. The Duke ol 
Berwick was a shrewd young prince, a son 
of Arabella, the sister of John Churchill, 
and essentially a leader of men. His 
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Muskerrys is Fitzmaurice Deane Morgan, 
and the first of them settled in Pe in 
1626 or thereabouts. He purchased an 
estate at Muskerry in Co. Cork, hence 
the title. The present Lady Muskerry is 
a Wexford woman, and was formerly 
known as Miss Charlotte Jane Irvine, of 
Mervyn. Her niece, Miss Irvine, was a 
noted horsewoman, and probably is still 
active in that direction. .

The original Irish White Cross was estab- 
lished in 1920, to cope with the distress then 
widespread throughout Ireland as a result 
of the Anglo-Irish war. When the Council 
of the Irish White Cross was dissolved in 
1924, and the winding-up commission ap- 
pointed, it was decided that the Childrens’ 
Committee should become an Incorporated 
Association. Since the imauguration of the 
Committee in 1 to the end of 1935. some 
1,150 children have been helped by the funds 
and on the lst January last there were still 
on the books 391 children, . 
During the thirteen years of its existence the 
Association has disbursed a sum of £170,802 
18s. 6d., of which amount £159,000 was spent 
direct relief, Actual administration 
expenses, under which head is included 
salaries, rent, office cleaning, fuel and light, 
amounted to £9,395 2s. | or about 53 
per cent. of the total paid out. Notwith- 
standing these disbursements, the Association 
had on 3lst December last, out of the original 
£150,000 handéd over, assets totalling 
£44,718 18s. 3d. 
It is estimated that to carry out its com- 
mitments to the remainder of the children 
on its funds, the Committee will require 
for relief alone a sum of £53.162. No 
boundary, politics or religion are recognised 
in the work of the Irish White Cross. 
Children have been helped in thirty-one of 
the thirty-two counties of Ireland. Cavan 
being the only area to which it does not, 
contribute. Money is also sent to families 
in England and Scotland, as well as one in 
America.

MANUFACTURERS’ CASE

HE need for legislation to deal with the 
question of the alien penetration of

when a house «llapsed at Asylum 
yard (Mark 's court), off Townsend 
street, Dublin, on the evening of July 30th 
last, were heard yesterday, when the. inquest 
was resumed or Mary Ashe (4), 2 Mark’s 
court, and on Florence Murphy (93), 1 
Mark’s court, two of the victims, who died 
from injurtes received. 

The Deputy City Coroner (Dr. J. 1. 
Shanley) held the inquest with a jury at the 
City Morgue. Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C.,. T.D. 
(instructed by the Corporation Law Agent, 
Mr. I. Rice) appeared for the Corporation. 
Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. C. B. W Boyle) appeared for the parents 
of the dead children. Mr. Gerald Byrne, 
solicitor, held a watching brief, and Inspector 
Beggs represented the Civic Guards, Mr 
Burke, solicitor to the Corporation, also was 
present. 

The Coroner said that the inquest had been 
adjourned from August Ist, when it ha‘ 
been stated that the children had been play- 
ing im the vicinity of the condemned houses 
when the collapse occurred, and had been 
buried in the debris. 

Mrs. Brigid Byrne said that until July 
30th last she had lived at 8 Mark’s court 
in a two-roomed one-storey house, for which 
she paid a rent of 10s. weekly. She received 
a Corporation notice, dated June 29th, stating 
that it was intended to take possession of 
her house within fourteen days after the 
notice had heen served. On July 30th he 
was supplied with a flat by the Corporation. 
She left Mark's court on the same day, 
after locking all the doors and windows, 
and left the keys with her mother, with 
instructions to give them to Mr. Wilson, the 
agent. 


A PREVIOUS COLLAPSE 


In reply to Mr. McCarthy, the witness 
said that a portian of the bedroom wall of 
the house had collapsed previous to the fafal 
accident. A Corporation engineer had called 
and examined the damage. He again called 
a week later ang examined the repairs car- 
ried out on the wall. 

Mr. McCarthy, reading from a document, 
said that the house had been condemned eas 
being unfit for human habitation under a 
Compulsory Order in 1933. 

Mr. Rice—My friend is incorrect in de- 
scribing the house as having been condemned. 
Structurally the house was never com!emned. 
It was, however, in an area which was re- 
quired under the Compulsory Order. 

The next witness, Margaret Murphy, said 
that, in July last, she had lived at 12 Mark’s 
court. On the evening of July 30th she was 
standing outside No. 12, when she saw the 
roof of No. 8 crack ‘I ran towards some 
children who were playing in the yard,” she 
added. “The roof collapsed on me as I 
ran, and I remembered nothing more. I am 
still attending hospital as an out-patient for 
treatment for a spine injury.” 

Isaac Reid, 12 Mark’s court, said that on 
the night of the collapse he saw about twelve 
children playing a game called ‘‘shop’’ on 
the window sill of No. 8 Mark’s court. He 
told two mites who were in the house (No. &} 
to go away, as the place was dangerous. 
The children left the house, but not through 
the front door, which was shut. The windows 
also were shut. 


CHILDREN WARNED 


To Mr. McCarthy, the witness said that 
he warned the children because the “ gas 
man” had stated that the house was 
dangerous. He did not know who the “ gas 
man’’. was or when the gas pipes had been 
removed from the house. 

Mr. McCarthy asked if the inspector could 
have the man referred to brought forward 
to give evidence, and the inspector said that 
he was being traced. 

Harry Kearney, 6 Mark s court, said: “] 
heard a tearing noise, and the roof and wall 
fell towards me like a pack of cards. Mrs. 
Callaghan was in the danger zone and I 
rushed towards her, but could only catch

Inspector Beggs then gave evidence. He 
said that fourteen persons had been taken to 
hospital after the collapse, including one 
dead on admission and one who died shortly 
after admission.

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SAD AWAKENING FOR 


DUBLIN MAN 
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FOUND SON HAD FALLEN 
FROM TEAIN 


While his father dozed over a newspaper 
in the corner seat of a railway carriage 
between Malahide and Portmarnock last 
Sunday afternoon, Eugene Murphy (8), of 
St. John’s street, Black Pitts, Dublin, fell 
on to the track and received fatal ijuries. 

At the inquest on the boy held by the 
Dublin City Coroner (Dr. D. A, MacErlean) 
and a jury at Jervis Street Hospital yester- 
day, the boy’s father said that when nearing 
Skerries he must hate fallen asleep. The 
next thing he knew was that some boys in 
the next compartment were shouting that a 
boy had fallen through the door. He missed 
his son and saw that the carriage door was 
open. The ‘train was then pulhng up, and 
when it stopped he jumped out and ran 
along the line, accompanied by officials, and 
found his son lying between the two lines. 
One of his legs was almost cut off, 

John Campion (16), who was in the next 
compartment, said that he and another boy 
named Lynch were leaning out. of the 
window and noticed a boy in the next com- 
partment also leaning out. After passing 
through Malahide the door suddenly ioened 
and the boy swung out hanging to the open 
door. The door kept swinging until the boy 
lost his grip and fell. Campion pulled the 
emergency cord-and the train stopped at 
Portmarnock Station. 

After further evidence of a similar nature, 
the jury recorded a verdict of death from 
shock and hemorrhage following fracture 
of the leg and skull. They added that, in 
their opinion, when the emergency cord was 
pulled a train should be pulled up as soon 
as possible and should not continue until a 
station had been reached.

On the other hand, once the other peace 
treaties began to be ignored there was 
little, if any, hope that the Hungarians 
would remain inactive. They certainly 
had at least as genuine a grievance as the 
Germans or the Turks, and, but for fear 


would have kicked over the traces long 
ago. 
Hungary must be regarded as one of the 
Fascist Powers. She has close associa- 
tions with both Rome and Berlin, and her 
strategic position in Central Europe is of 
enormous importance to the two totali- 
tarian States. Since 1932 Hungary’s 
policy has been in the very capable hands 
of General Goemboes, a young soldier with 
a genius for politics. The fact that 
Admiral Horthy continues to act as 
Regent, and allows nobody to usurp his 
authority, has prevented the formation of 
a “‘one man’’ State in Hungary; but 
General Goemboes has brought about 
many reforms—not always to the liking 
of the Magyar Junkers, who seem to have 
learned nothing and forgotten nothing 
since the days of Bela Kun. During 
recent months he has been suffering from 
kidney trouble, and now it is announced 
that his period of sick leave has been 
extended more or less indefinitely, and 
that Dr. de Daranyi, the Minister for 
Agriculture, has been appointed as his 
deputy. To what extent this move is 
diplomatic we cannot say at the moment ; 
but ‘there is a strong rumour in political 
circles that it is the prelude to an 
important change in Hungarian policy. 
It is believed that the Hungarian Govern- 
ment is about to take a leaf out of 
Germany’s book and to denounce the 
military clauses of the Trianon Treaty. 
By virtue of this instrument Hungary, in 
common with Austria, and Germany, and 
Bulgaria, was virtually disarmed after 
the war. Now she has seen Germany’s 
successful defiance of the League of 
Nations and the world. She has watched 
Italy’s ruthless attack on Abyssinia, with 
its deplorable effects on the League’s 
prestige ; and she probably thinks that the 
time has come when she herself ought to 
take a hand in the military game. The 
Magyars are a proud people, with a 
soldierly tradition, and it must have been 
galling for them to stand idly by for so 
many years while all their neighbours 
were .arming. Nevertheless, if they 
follow Germany’s example now a very 
dangerous situation will arise; for the 
Yugoslavs and the Czechoslovaks both are 
intensely suspicious of the Hungarians, 
and they will not be slow to realise that 
a new Hungarian Army will not be 
created just for the mere fun of the 
thing. 
The situation in South-Eastern Europe 
is complicated by the attitude of Rumania. 
This Balkan Kingdom gained more terri- 
tory after the War than almost any other 
belligerent; and even Rumania’s best 
triends will not pretend that she did very 
much to deserve it in the field. She was 
granted all Transylvania, which historic- 
ally was Rumanian soil, but had been 
under Magyar rule for ages. As a result 
of this change of ownership the existing 
bitterness between Magyar and Rumanian 
was intensified a hundredfold, and it was

The Premier is. stated to have declared 

that the activity of political parties 
would in no way be impeded by any of 
these measures, which were simply 
directed to the maintenance of law and 
order. All offences against the laws 
would be punished with absolute severity, 
as would all State officers found guilty 
of neglecting their duty. 
The new credits for the Army were de- 
cided on in the form of proposals of the 
Minister of Finance, based on a state- 
ment of military needs by the Minister 
for Armament. 

The Cabinet also approved a programme 
of legislation to be placed before the 
coming session of Parliament, including 
especially a scheme for development. of 
agriculture and dí social assistance.

Mr. M. E. Heiser, representative of the 
London combine promoting the scheme, 
had another consultation. with officials of 
tne Board to-day. Although no statement 
was made to the Press, it was learned 
later that Mr. Heiser was able to place 
before the Board correspondence which 
had passed between the British Áir 
Ministry, the Northern Government and 
the promoters, concerning the details of 
the project It conld not be ascertained 
what was the nature of the correspon- 
dence 

It is understcod that Mr. Heiser also 
produced plans of the scheme showing the 
proposed sites on the Atlantic for sea- 
dromes. What the promoters desire is an 
option on the now derelict shipyard, 
which is considered a most suitable site 
on this side as a taking-off base, and for 
a factory for the manufacture of aircraft. 
There are two similar sites awailable on 
the English coast, but neither, it is 
‘stated, affords the same natural facilities 
as Derry and the adjacent Lough Foyle.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
HERE was severe criticism of the 


of the Belfast Corporation to-day. Deputa- 
tions were appointed to make representa- 
tions to the Government for an increase 
in the grant payable on a capitation basis 
for mental patients, and also to re-submit 
the Corporation’s claim for financial 
assistance towards the cost of criminal 
injuries in Belfast during the disturbances 
last year, amounting to about £30,000. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY 


Alderman “Duff, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, said that the, Govern- 
ment had admitted in a reply to a London 
Committee on Civil Liberties that the 
responsibility for damage in the recent 
riots was a Government responsibility. 
He pointed out. months ago that a certain 


| letter was written to the Belfast Corpora- 


tion saying that the payment of these 
criminal injuries was necessary to educate 
the citizens of Belfast in a due sense of 
their responsibility. He (Alderman Duff) 
could not forgive that statement. - 

Councillor Holland seconded the adop- 
tion. of the minutes and the appointment 
of the deputation. 

Alderman Pierce said that they had 
been told on behalf of the Government 
that the disturbances were due to 
organised gangs that came to Belfast. 
That statement was swallowed by their 
unthinking supporters, but they forgot 
that by that statement they saddled them- 
selves with the yemeumeibility for paying 
the whole of the malicious injuries. 


THE POLICE 

He was told by one policeman that 
there would be no trouble in Belfast if 
the police were allowed to do their duty. 
Were it not for the upheavals that took 
place from time to time, the Government 
would be chased years ago from the posi- 
tions which they occupied. 

Councillor Cole—Is Alderman Pierce 
making a political speech again? 

Alderman Pierce—I am 

Proceeding, he declared that until 
in the North would remain the laughing- 
stock of the world.

Pierce—I intend to go there 
at the next election. and I have been 
asked to oppose one of those who go into 
the smoke-room at Stormont when the 
cause of the poor is being discussed. I was 
there one day in‘the public gallery, and 
I had the greatest trouble in preventing 
myself being arrested when I saw the 
members of the Government troop out of 
the House when Alderman Henderson was 
speaking on behalf of the interests of the 
people.

In order t» administer a necessary shock 
to citizen’ who fail to perceive the magni- 
tude of the very practical and pressing 
problems which are involved in the 
abnormal growth of the number of city and 
suburban residents, the case has so far 
been presented as thcygh the 80.000 
persons whq were added in ten years to 
Dublin population of 1926 were all im- 


portations from rural areas. In fact: of 
course, 


the numbers of immigrants were 
substantially less than the 80,000 odd of 


the total increment. 
DUBLINERS IN THE CRADLE 


If we turn to Page 14 of the Census 
paper and translate its figures into simple 
form, we will discover that 46,982 of our 
increased residents were the outcome of 


less Dublin’s deaths, 


‘* natural ” increase left 34,364 additional 
residents, as they were counted last April, 
to be accounted for. 

Here, then, is Mr. Stanley Lyons’ sub- 
stantially reliable estimate. During the 
ten years 39,487 persons arrived from Free 
State rural areas or elsewhere in Dublin 
City and County. Of such arrivals 5,125 
took their departyre to overseas destina- 
tions, and 34,364 remained in Dublin until 
Census day.

If we have managed to grasp the general] 
significance of that aggregate figure, we 
may now ask ourselves two very important 
questions. First, whether such rates of 
“ natural ’’ and +‘ immigrant ” inereases 
are likely to continue? Secondly, whether 
“- natural ” additions to population call 
for the provision of new dwellings and 
employment, as do the cases of additions 
by immigration? 


LOOKING FORWARD 


On balance there would appear to he 
every reason to anticipate not merely 
the maintenance of the rate of “‘ natural” 
growth, but progressive increases in the 
rate. Even apart from improved general 
health and greater longevity, it will not 
be surprrsmg to find, when further Census 
returns become available,. that Greater 


‘Dublin’s marriage and birth-rates are on 


the upward grade. ll factors having 
been taken into account, the conclusion 
that the “ natural’ additions to Greater 
Dublin’s popalation between 1936 and 
1946 will considerably exceed 46,982 would 
seem to be probable. Then comes the 
questiun of whether the last ten years’ 
average rate of immigration is likely to 
accelerate or to diminish. Here the 
answer must be highly speculative. In a 
major degree the prospects of net increases 
from immigration depend on upward or 
downward tendencies in emigration. If, as 
seems to be likely, doctrines of ‘‘ eco- 
nomic nationalism’’ continue to rule in- 
ternational relationships, the prospects of 
open ports for emigrants are remote. 

At the other end of the scale depression 
or prosperity in agricultural areas may 
either accelerate or retard the citywards 
movement. i 

In any event, there seems to be little 
probability that city life will cease to 
exert its magnetic pull against life in 
remote countrysides. On the balance of 
probabilities prudence would seem to dic- 
tate preparation for the reception of at 
least the same number of immigrants as 
reached, and remained in, Dublin during 


the period 1926-’36. 
BUILDING FOR YOUTH 


Now our second question! Must em- 
ployment and housing accommodation be 
found for increments of population due to 
““natural ” increases in the same manner 
as for future immigrants? A moment’s 
thought will supply the answer. As the 
coming ten years pass, the girl now in 
her “ teens ’’ will want a roof-tree for her 
family. The youth of 15 must soon find 
employment, or become a permanent 
charge on somebody else’s resources. So 
the answer is that employment and hous- 
ing accommodation must be found for the 
results of “natural,” as for inflowing, 
additions to the population! 

On such conservative estimates of 
operate the minimum duty of the 
Minister of Local Government is to ensure 
that at least 15,000 to 16,000 new dwellings 
will be built during the coming ten years, 
which will be over and above the roof- 
trees that: (1) are necessary to relieve 
present overcrowding ; and (2) will be re- 
quired to replace houses which will cease 
to be habitable before 1936.

* Thus we find that while the more 
definitely urbanised areas of the City, Dun 
“Laoghaire and Howth contain substantial 
majorities of females, the semi-urbanised 
sth rural areas (with the strange excep- 
tion of Rathdown) account for definite 
Wnajorities of ‘males! But the aggregate 
Gesult is that there are 32,592 more female 
than there are male inhabitants of Dublin 
City and County. 

Whilst it would be somewhat irrelevant to 
the main purpose of this contribution to 
éxplore the origins of these disparities, it is 
obvious that such remarkable phenomena 
cannot be disregarded when plans come to 
be prepared for future development. 

Pending the coming census analyses of em- 
ployment it may be interesting to enquire to 
what extent the excess of men over women 
in domestic employment, the increasing ten- 
dency to employ female labour in many in- 
dustries, the recruitment of women for Civil 
Service and other clerical duties, the lack of 
useful and agreeable occupations for wom¢n 
in rural areas, or merely the lure of “ city 
lights” to “the fairer sex,” are responsible 
for stich excessive numbers of females in 
large wrban areas Or is it altogether impro- 
bable that thé known reluctance of men in 
agricultural pursuits to contract early mar- 
riages inducts young women to seek more 
promising opportunities in urban districts? 

Be any -or all of such factors responsible, 
the results are of vital interest to ministers 
and “functionaries whose accepted duty— 
whether for ultimate good or ill—it now is to 
provide for and regulate employment.

OTICES have been posted at the 
N Blobber Lead Mil, Wirksworth, 
owned by the Derbyshire Mining and 
Exploration Company, that a claimant has 
lodged a claim for possession of the mine, 
which has not been worked for twelve 
years. 
The claim is made under a medieval law, 


be claimed by anyone willing to operate 
them, and if the ciaim is proved before the 
Barmote Court the mine is taken from one 
owner and handed over to the claimant, who 
must in turn start mining operations within 
a period of twelve months. 


THE COURT 


The claim for possession of the Blobber 
Mine will be heard before Barmaster Mort, 
of Manchester, and two grand jurymen, 
selected from a special jury list of experts 
in lead mining affairs sitting in the Mote 
Hall, Wirksworth, on September 11th. 

It is 35 years since a claim for a mine was 
contested before the Barmote Court, which is 
stated to have originated in the time of the 
Roman invasion. 

In accordance with the custom of the 
Barmote Court the name of the claimant to 
the mine will not be revealed until the Court 
assembles. — 

The jurisdiction of the Barmote Court 
extends to the Crown Jands in the Duchy of 
Lancaster, and also to lands. under private 
ownership. : 

Captain John Symonds, of Wirksworth, 
who is the Steward of the Barmote Court, 
and who represents the King’s financial 
interests in the lead mines, told a reporter 
that the King received a tithe of one- 
thirteenth of the ore raised in the district. 


The Derbyshire Mining and Exploration 
Company, he said, had a capital of £50,000, 
and, in addition to the Blobber mine, owned 
Cromford Moor mine. Neither mine had 
been worked for some time, the Blobber mine 
being water-logged. He considered that the 
Blobber mine, if pumped free of water, had 
a very good prospect of producing lead ore. 

In the lead mine fields of Derbyshire the 
mines have beea worked only an tlie surface, 
and only one—the Mill Close mine, near 
Matlock—has gone below the water level. 

At enormous expense water is being 
pumped away, and 400 men are working 
underground day and night, bringing to the 
surface as muc as 1,000 tons of lead ore 
per week. : 

The erection of an electric power cable in 
the Wirkswort* district has made the matter 
of 8-0 water from the mines much 
easier, and it is probable that this may 
have caused the claim for the Blobber mine 


to be lodged.

FOULED HILLOCK 


Mr. Crocombe described how the pilot, in 
the darkness, was looking for a safe place to 
jand and economising as much as possible 
with petrol. At 4.30 in the morning he 
made a good landing, but, while taxiing, 
fouled a hillock, with the result that the 
undercarriage was slightly damaged. 

Their Janding place turned out to be a 
desolate piece of ground, -“ One of the last 
laces: we would ever care to land on,' was 
á Mr. Crocombe described it, . It was 
devoid of vegetation, except for stunted 
shrubs, and there was no sign of life or 
water. 

The rations on board the liner consisted 
of a few sandwiches, a small quantity, of 
water in bottles, chocolates, some mineral 
water, a dash of whiskey and a tiny piece 
of ice. ' 

Between nine in the morning and five 
o'clock in the evening the heat was unbear- 
able, and the passengers spent the day under 
the wings of the machine, It was decided 
to ration the scanty food supplies, allowing 
one and a half cups of water twice ca:ly 
and one or two biscuits per head. 

At three o’clock the heat was intense. The 
pilot fainted from exbaustion, and _ Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel H. Stott, of the Indian 
Medical Service, rendered first aid with the 
help of the piece of ice and the dash of 
whiskey. Shortly afterwards the first officer 
had a heart attack and collapsed. He was 
laid flat on the wings of the ‘plane to give 
him a complete rest. It was the only thing 
that could be done, said Mr, Crocombe. 

The night .was pleasantly cool and the 
passengers rested on the desert, spreading 
out mackintoshes and aircraft cushions, but 
they did not sleep. Next morning, before 
dawn there was a heavy fall of dew and the 
passengers collected three pints of ii from 
the wings, but found it was brackish. . 

Then, at 7 a.m., the R.A.F. ’plane spotted 
them on its first appearance. It circled over- 
head and then disappeared... At one o'clock 
it appeared again, bringing with it canvas 
waterbags and, emergency rations. 

With the arrival of help the’spirits of the 
passengers revived. They packed what 
little they could carry and went aboard the 
relief *plane.

FEDERAL DILEMMAS 


The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day:—The. increasing complexity of 
economic and social questions in modern 
life is creating special difficulties for those 
countries in which the powers of the 
National Government are defined and 
limited by Constitutions drawn up in 
cireumstances very different from those of 
to-day. In the Australian Premier’s Con- 
ference, which was held last week in 
Adelaide, there were sharp passages 
between the Con.monwealth Ministers and 
some of the State Premiers over the pro- 
posal of the Federal Government to seek 
an amendment of the Constitution giving 
the Commonwealth authority to control 
the marketing of agricultural produce. 
The Privy Council ruled ia a recent deci- 
sion that the system of control in the 
dried fruit trade set up by the Common- 
wealth was invalid as violating the prin- 
ciple of freedom of trade between ‘the 
Australian States clearly set out in the 
Constitution. It was common ground at 
the Conference that some method of pre- 
venting a slump in prices must be devised 
to take the place of the system now 
held to be unconstitutional, but the 
Premiers of all the States except New 
South Wales and Victoria objected to the 
proposed extension of*¥edera) powers, and 
suggested other ways by which the desired 
result might be achieved. There are, more- 
over, disputes over the control of. broad- 
casting and aviation, and the -over- 
lapping of Federal and State authority in 
Labour matters has long been a cause of 
friction ; yet. the. Australian Constitution 
is a fairly modern instrument, dating 
only from 1900. The difficulties are far 
more serious in Canada and in the United 
States, where the limits of Federal] 
authority are .contained in documents 
drawn up, the one in 1867, the other so 
far back as 1787. 

Neither the fathers of the American Con- 
stitution nor the statesmen who drafted 
the British North America Act could have 
foreseen ‘the .scope of the responsibilities 
which the twentieth century would impose 
upon Governments, In the United States 


most of the measures passed by Congress | 


during the last three years affécting pro- 
duction, industry and trade, and the con- 
ditions of life generally, have been held by 
the Supreme Court to be unconstitutional, 
as outside the field of authority of the 
Federal Legislature and Executive. Im- 
plicit in the electioneering now in full 
vigour in the United States is the question 
whether, and how far, the powers 


“of the National Government should be 


widened to enable them to deal effectively 
with questions of national importance. It 
is not a new, question. The proper de- 
limitation between Federal authonty and 


‘States’ rights has long been a subject of 


litical controversy. But the issue has 
me more urgent, while the two. parties 
almost seem Ná, have changed sides, It is 
the Democrats, the traditional defenders 
of the States against Federal encroach- 
ment, “who now claim’ that national 
problems can only be handled with 
success by the National Government, 
while the Republicans, the sworn wup- 
holders of the national principle, onl 
now confine Federal activity within tha 
narrowest possible limits. In Canada the 
same difficulty is being experienced, but 
the question of Constitutional revision has 
not yet become prominent in the party 
conflict. There is general agreement that 
there must be some extension of the

OBITUARY 


LADY MOYNIHAN 

It was announced yesterday that Lady 
Moynihan, wife of Lord Moynihan, the 
famous surgeon, died from a seizure in her 
bedroom at Carr Manor, near Leeds. She was 
61. It was while Mr. Berkeley Moynihan 
was a student at Leeds General Infirmary 
that he met Miss Jessops, daughter of Mr. 
Richard Jessops, a surgeon there. They 
were married when he was 20 and she was 
20. Shortly afterwards he became assistant 
surgeon on the hospital staff. In her youth 
La + Moynihan was very little inferior as a 
tennis player to Mrs. Molesworth, her sister, 
a one time Yorkshire champion, and she was 
also a very accomplished skater. Her 
husband’s fame ag a surgeon spread till his 
skill in abdominal operations was recognised 
on both sides of the Atlantic. In 1912 he 
was Knighted, in 1922 he became a Baronet 
and in 1929 he was raised to the Peerage as 
Baron Moynihan. Lady Moyniban accompanied 
her hushand on his numerous visits to the 
United States. Lady Moynihan leaves a.son, the 
Hon. Patrick Moynihan, heir to the title, 
and two daughters, Miss Dorothy Moynihan 
and Mrs. Wynn Parry. 


MR. WILLIAM H. POWER 


The death has oecurred at his residence, 
Ballytruckle, Waterford, of Mr. 
Henry, Power, M.R.C.V.S. He was the eldest 
son of the late Mr. David Power, the doyea 
in his day of the Waterford Hunt, and Mrs.
